2, Be it further enacted, What hereaft er 
it shall not be lawful for any person or persons 
toutter, publish, or circulate, within the limits 
of this Commonwealth, and amongst the: good 
people thereof, any pamphiet, newspaper, circea- 
lar, letter, or other written or printed paper, of 
any deseription whatsoever, of a seditious char- 
acter or tendency, the effect of which may be 
calculated to render the slaves in thisCommon- 
wealth dissatisfied with their condition, or to 
excite said slives to insurreetion or rebellion 
agaist the laws of this Commonwealth or the 
authority of their kow ful owners; or io mttaer or 
publish, orally, any matter, the object or effect 
of which may be to induce insurrection or in- 
subordination amongst the slaves of thi: Com- 
mouwealth, or togbring into contempt the law- 
ful authority of the owners of the slaves; and 
every person so offending shall, for cither of 
suid oilenees, be subject to ab indictment or 
presentment of a grand jury of the county in 
which the offence may be eoinimitted, and upon 
conviction thereal, may be fined in any sam 
not less than five hundred dollars, nor more 
than one thousand dollars, in the discretion of a 
jory: and upon failure to pay such fine, may be 
imprisoned in the jail of the eounty where 
such indistment or presentment may be found 
until sueh fing and the costs of the prosecution 
ure paid. ¥ 

Sree. 3. Be it furthe* enacted, That if any 
person shill Hereafter be found without the lim- 
its of this Commonwealth and within the lim- 
its of any State where slavery is not allowed 
by lew, widing, abetting, harboring, concealing, 
or assisting uny sluve or slives, belonging to 
any citizen of this Commonwealth, to niake his, 
her, or theirs eseupe, from their lawful ewner

Ohio Penitentiary. 

The Ohio Penitentiary, ina pecuniary «ense, 
is one of the most profitable institutions in the 
State. The entire earnings of the convicts 
during the lust year, amounted to $43,396 26, 
while the total expenditures were only $25,347 
17—nett earnings $18,049 09. 

The number of prisoners in confinement on 
the 30th November, 1845, was 482, of whom 
150 had been received during the year. The 
number in confinement’ November 30th, 1844, 
was 461. Of those in confinement Nov, 30, 
1845, there were,

432 

Fourteen of the convicts received during the 
last year had been formerly discharged from 
the same prison, 

The warden in his report expresses his in- 
creased confidence in the use of mild means in 
the management of criminals. He rarely re- 
sorts to corporeal punishment; and the last 
year more than two-thirds of the conviets con- 
ducted themselves with so. much decorum, 
that no punishment of any kind was necessary. 
and last winter was appointed truc- | 
tor to the Penitentiary, furnishes a pleasiig 
report of the results of his efforts. 

The Sunday School commenced three years 
ago, was continued last year without intermis- 
sion. It was opened particularly for the bene- 
fit of those who were unable to read, the num- 
Although 
but an hour and a half every Sabbath has been 
devoted to their instruction, the most of them 
have learned to read with fluency in the Bible. 
The school now numbers: seventy.

ican Sunday School Union, and other sources, 
donations of books have been received, whieh 
added to the number purchased, have inereased 
the library to about two hundred and filty vol- 
umes. 

The exercises of public worship are regularly 
attended by the prisoners, whose deportment 
on such oceasions has always been perfectly 
respectful. : 

A few, says Mr. Mills, have left the prison 
during the year—-convicts of the vilest class

The six female prisoners, without exception 
were unableto read. Mr. Mills has been assid- 
uous in his instructions since they entered, 
and they have become entirely respectful, and 
manifest gratitude for the hind attention paid 
them. 

The Bible furnished to each convict is highly 
prized. Few, who can read, have failed to read 
it with deep interest.

gious) as ean be obtained. 

Mr. Mills closes his report by expressing a 
desire in which every friend of man must cor- 
dially concur. 

“T cannot but wish there were more opportu- 
nity to impart instruction to these unfortu- 
nates, andsome provision made, as ina few 
other prisons, to entitle them to employ some 
portion of their week days, or at least of their 
evenings, for their intellectual and moral cul- 
ture.” 

A most reasonable wish! A portion of each 
day ought to be devoted to moral and intellee- 
tual education. The large majority of the 
convicts ure the victims of Intemperance, Ig- 
noranee, Want, or early Neglect. They are 
peculiarly unfortunate as well as criminal—and 
it is the duty of the State to remove or coun- 
teract, so far us it'ma y, the eauses which have 
led them to the commission of crime: a duty to 
thein;a high duty to itsclf. Its penitentiary 
then would be a school of virtue, not a place of 
mere punishment; and thecommunity would be 
saved to a great extent from the consequences 
resulting from a return of the discharged con- 
vict to his evil courses. 

From the tables given in the annual report, 
we glean a few rather interesting items. 

The number of convicts received the last 
year from Hamilton county, was 28; the num- 
ber from Cuyahoga, ‘23; the larges!; number 
from any other county, was 8—from Franklin. 
The large proportion of crime in Hamilton and 
Cuyahoga arises chiefly from the fact, that they 
contain the principal commercial marts of the 
State, and consequently a large floating popu- 
lation. 

In 115 out of the 150 new eases, the crimes 
Of the re- 


mainder, fourteen cases had their origin in Sen 


committed were against Property. 


sualism, the rest were crimes of Violence. 


In one hundred-and twenty-eight of the 
whole number of cases, the term of sentence 
was five years, or under, 

Of the one hundred and fifty sentenced, only 
seventeen had their birth in foreign lands; 
twenty-eight were natives of New York, twen- 
ty-one of Pennsylvania, fourteen of Virginia, 
thirty-eight of Ohio, the rest of other States. 

The table containing theages of the convicts, 
particularly arrested our attention. Ninety- 
three, or nearly two-thirds of the whole num- 
ber—one hundred and fifty—were of thirty 
years and under. Wighty-tive were between 
the ages of eighteen and thirty—the period of 
life when the passions are strong, when the re- 
flective powers are not yet matured, and when 
the consequences of a vicious or neglected ear- 
ly training are most apt to show themselves,— 
We notice in the table, one convict, aged 14, 
five aged 15, one of 16. The penitentiary is 
no place for such youth. It is a disgrace that 
the State is yet without a House of Correction 
for so young offenders. 

These tables are all interesting, but it is 
greatly tobe regretted, that provision is not, 
made for obtaining other tables which would 
prove of still more value. How many of these 
convicts were left orphans at an early aye?— 
How many were totally neglected as it re- 
gards education? How many were able to read 
and write when admitted? How many were 
What were -their trades, or pro- 
How many were 


intemperate? 
fessions, or occupations?

With a very little additional labor, tables 
containing satisfactory information on ull these

» Colonization Socicty, the object being to secure 

2a home for the colored people in a portion of 

the unoccupied territory of the West, to be set 
; ‘apart for their use by Congress. Lately it held 
> its annual meeting at Columbus, and agreed to 
memorialize Congress on the subject. Govern- 
or Bartley was chosen its President, and Judge 
Lane of Sandusky one of its Vice Presidents. 

The project we deem a visionary one; and if 
it could be carried into execution, the result 
would be the extinction of the colored people, 
thus separated. The history of the Indian 
race in this country, and of the effects which 
have tollowed the policy of separating the’ va- 
rious tribes, and thus exposing them to the full 
foree of the antagonism of a superior race, 
should furnish a lesson to thinking men. If 
the object be to exterminate the African race 
in this country, Home Colonization Society is 
a suite ble instrumentality. 

It is wonderful, how many devices men will 
resort to, rather than do an act of simple jus- 
tice, when it conflicts with their prejudices or 
preconceived notions.

The author is clearly a warm friend of the 
Democratic Principle; and his views, if we 
have not greatly misapprebended him, are gen- 
erally sympathetic with the spirit of Progress.

Now I don’t pretend to know what national 
honor is, but I do know that that is national 
dis-honor. And I see no more in the glorious 
inactivity which is recommended to us in a 
certain quarter; it is only an encouragement to 
us to slip in under the guise of peace, and some 
sunny morning to catch a British subject or 
two,and if we can’t turn them out, cut their 
throats.” 

For “a plain, simple Quaker,” he has most 
sublime ideas of glory and all that. “Suppose 
war does come,” he exclaimed, “and suppose 
one-half of us should die on the bloody field: 
where would you die? What better bed do you 
ask than the bed of honor; and had you not 
rather, when the resaireetion morning shall

You were a little company of Cavaliers, sail- 
ing, like the Pilgrims, across the same ocean. 
You met with a vast continent peopled by 
rouming Indian tribes; you moved on step by 
step guided by destiny, till you rolled up this 
mass of savages, Which retreated before you, 
till it now spreads like a thin cloud along the 
shores of the Pacific, and your little wandering 
company has grown into thirty millions of souls. 
‘They are going onward to the Pacific; and, if in 
the path that leads there the British lion shall 
lay him down, shall we on that account be cra- 
ven to our duty and our destiny? No, never! 
The American eagle will stick his claws into 
the nose of the lion, and make his blood spout 
like a whale.” It will be perceived that all 
Mr. Kennedy’s figures are on the grandest scale: 
bursts of laughter, we learn, followed this tre- 
mendous burst of oratory. 
Happening to catch a glimpse of the mighty 
Mississippi valley, Mr. Kennedy grew extatic. 
“What iv it now?” he asked: “The finest re 
gion beneath the sun, and teeming with people 
inswarms. Yes, sir,and I will tell you another 
thing. Thé American multiplication table is 
at work. [Great merriment.] Go into our fron- 
tier counties, and you will find a young man of 
six feet and all the rest of him in proportion, 
with a companion not much less than himself, 
and round their feet you will find a little com- 
pany of twenty children. Aye, sir, that ie the 
American multiplication table. And now, do 
you take our present numbers, and reckon 
twenty for every two, and where do you think 
we shall find hanting ground for them? There 
is a multitade of little white-headed boys (God 
bless them!) all over the Mississippi valley, 
and | tell you they are not going to stop there.” 
Mr. Kennedy could not help reproaching the 
South, a little; but it was a most tender re- 
proach. “We of the West,” said he, “went for 
‘Texas, and | inay say we went blind; [that is 
a fact—stone-blind;| we told the South, do you 
lead us on, and by the grace of God we will fol~ 
low: by that the South got this new empire.— 
But now, when we wantonly to get that which 
is our own, the South says to us, ‘Look out, or 
this neighbor will be mad at you.’

New Mode otf Tanning.

It is stated 
that leather tanned by this process weighs 6 
per cent. more than the product in the ordinary 
way. The improvement is altogether owing 
to the construction of certain machinery by 
which the hides are kept perfectly straight, 
and other advantages obtained. ‘The machin- 
ery ig simple, economical, and by means of it, 
from one to two thousand hides can be kept in 
process of tanning at once.

The resolution reported by Mr. Allen from 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, to annul 
the Convention between Great Britain and this 
country respecting Oregon, was taken up. 

Mr. Allen moved that it be made the special 
order of the day for Tuesday, the 27th inst. 
Mr. Haywood of North Carolina preferred a 
later day: he moved the 3rd day of February, 
_ Mr. Westcott of Florida preferred a still later 
date. It was an important question, and the 
New States were as much interested in it as 
any other. He intimated that time should be 
allowed for the constituency in the extreme 
parts of the Union to express their opinions. 
If the motion were pressed, his vote might ‘be 
very different from what it would be on a more 
deliberate discussion. , 

- (Mr. Wescott has a very proper regard for 
Florida, which would be rather uncomfortably 
situated in the event of a war.] 

He moved the 10th of February. 

Mr. Calhoun said that if he voted for a more 
distant day, it was not for his own sake, but for 
the sake of others who wished time for further 
consideration. 

The 10th day of February was then fixed up- 
on by a vote of 32 to 18. Of the Senators 
who voted against this postponement, there 
were but 4 from the Slave States—2 from Mis- 
souri, | from Arkansas, 1 from Tennessee. 

This is rather significant. The Democratic 
Senators from the free States generally voted 
against postponing. 

Mr. Fairfield from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs reperted'a bill, zuthagizing the President 
to cause to be constructed ten steam vessels of 
war, of iron, placing at his disposal for this

In the House, the order of business was sus- 
pended, and the House went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Oregon question. 

Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, said that two ques- 
tions were presented—What were our rights 
in Oregon?—Was’ it now expedient to arrest 
them by terminating the Convention? All 
other questions were incidental and subordi-

nate. 

He then proceeded to argue our title to Ore- 
gonat some length. In relation to the termi- 
nation of the treaty of joint occupancy, he was 
in favor of authorizing the President to termi- 
nate the Convention whenever he saw proper.

Mr. Hamlin of Maine obtained the floor, and 
yielded it for a moment to J. R. Ingersoll, who 
moved toamend Mr. Hilliard’s motion, by au- 
thorizing the President to open a negotiation 
with Great Britain, for a termination of the 
Convention of 1818 by the consent of both par- 
ties.

Mr. Hamlin then occupied his hour, and was 
followed by Mr. Chase of ‘Tennessee, who ob- 
tained the floor, and the House adjourned. 

Senate, January 13th.—On motion of Mr. 
Benton a report concerning the moneys collect- 
ed for the Washington momument was referred 
to the Committee on the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Allen from the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, asked that the Committee be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of a pe- 
tition praying the United States to recognize 
the Commonwealth of Liberia, and that it lie 
on thie table. 

‘The same gentleman gave notice of his in- 
tentign to introduce a joint resolution declara- 
tory of the principle by which the United 
States wil] be governed in regard to the inter- 
position of European nations in the political 
affairs of the independent nations of America. 

The Senate went into Executive session, in 
which it continued fora long time. 

House, Jan, 13.—Mr. Hamlin, of Maine, the 
day before made a warm speech in favor of ter- 
minating the joint occupancy of Oregon, and 
appealed to the South to unite with the North 
and West, in maintaining the rights of the 
country. 

On the 13th, a resolution was adopted instiue- 
ting the Committee on Indian Affairs to ex- 
amine into the condition and character of the 
Indian trjbes in ‘Texas, and repert statistics 
concerning them. 

A memorial for the construction of a canal 
round the Falls of the Ohio at Louisville, on 
the Indiana side, was referred to the Commit- 
mittee on Roads and Canals, without being 
printed. 

A resolution offered by C. J. Ingersoll, diree- 
ting the Secretary of the Treasury to submit to 
the House a Plan for a Constitutional ‘T'reasur 
ry, withoyt the uunccessary machinery of the 
Sub Treasury Concerp, was Jaid over under the 
rule. 

The order of business now being suspended, 
some one hundred and fifty resolutions were 
presented, the majority of which have very lit- 
tle interest to the public at large. 

Mr. Tibbatts introduced a bill making an ap- 
proprjatjon for the improvement of the harbor 
of Cincinnati, and theconstruction of a chan- 
nel way between the saje and the cities of 
Covington and Newport. The bill being read 
the first time, Mr. Adams of Mississippj ob- 
jected.to its second reading. The question 
then was put, shall it be rejected? Nays, 108; 
Yeas, 57. 

{t was read the second ime, and. referred to 
the Committee onSCommerce. 

-A- resolytion was adopted instructing the 
Committee on Roads and Canale to inquire in- 
to the expediency of constructing y bridge 
over the Ohio at Wheejing. 

A resolution was adopted ealling upon the 
Postmaster General for reasons for the delay in 
delivery of papers, &c. at Washington. 

Mr. Vinton submitted a joint resolution pro- 
posing un important amendment to the Consti- 
tution in relation to the mode of electing a 
President of the-United States, which was read 
twice,’ committed to the Committee of the 
Whole on the State of the Union, and ordered 
to be printed. 

Several resolutions in rejation to j}pe Oregon 
question were offered, but laid over, giving rjge 
to debate, Other resolutions, in relation to the 
national defence, &¢., were adopted. 

Notices of bijls were then given, and the 
House adjourned. 

From the Baltij;jore Sun. 

Senate, Jun. 14.—-Mr. Allen, in pursyance of 
notice given yesterday, asked leave to introduce 
his joint resolution declaratory of the course 
which the United States ought to pursue, and 
the principles by which it ought to be governed 
relative to the interference of foreign powers 
with the independent governments of America. 

Mr. Calhoun expressed his astonishment that 
the Senator, who is chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, to which all such matters 
ought to be first referred, should, on his own re- 
sponsibility, and without consulting a single 
member of the committee, think proper to in- 
troduce such a resolution. He, Mr.C., thought 
that the very fact of the movement originat.ng 
Without any consultation with the committee, 
a sufficient reason of itself of denying Icave.

House.—As soon as the journal had been 
read, the House went into committee of the 
whole, for the purpose of resuming the consid- 
eration of the joint resolution reported from 
the committee on foreign affairs, giving the 
Oregon notice to Great Britain. r 

r, Stanton. having the floor, said that the 
consequences hanging on this debate might 
perhaps shake the globe to its center. He con- 
tended that our title is good to every foot of 
Oregon. He was for giving the notice. In his 
opinion it is not the notice which will cause 
war, but those ulterior measures which may 
follow the notice. He maintained that the giv- 
ing of the notice would hasten the peaceful 
adjustment of the-question. He was for assert- 
ing our right to the whole territory, and if war 
should come, our business was to fight for it. 
After further remarks, he went on to say that 
if England should foree us into a war, we 
should have the sympathy of all the world 
with us. Let gentlemen who were afraid of 
war remember oppressed Ireland, and the de- 
sire of the Canadas for independence. Let 
them remember, too, that Louis Phillippe 
might not live long; and also the enormous 
national debt of England, which is grinding 
her population into the dust. 

Mr. Gordon, of N. Y., next caught the chair- 
man’s eye. He was for giving the notiee, and 
denied that it would be a cause of war. Was 
not the notice provided for by the treaty itself? 
Suppose, said he, that Great Britain should un- 
der this treaty, undertake to give us notice, 
would that be considered a cause of war 
against her? No, it would not. Then why 
did gentlemen raise such a ery of “war” when- 
ever this notice on our part was spoken of. 
He went on tovhow that weare as well prepared 
for war now as ever we were. We have, said 
he, the raw material in abundance, and mil- 
lions of men sleeping on their arms. In time 
of peace it was not the true policy of the coun- 
try to “suckle armies and dry nurse the land.” 
Whenever war should come, we would be 
ready. 

Mr. Brinkerhoff followed on the same side. 
By the continuance of the convention, Great 
Britain was getting all she wanted. He was 
therefore for giving the notice. : 

Mr. Wentworth was afraid the people would 
justly think there was a good deal of humbug in 
this Oregon question, and that it was to be all 
talk and noaction. He went for giving the 
notice, and contended that it had nothing to 
do with war. In the course of his remarks he 
said that the northern papers were using south- 
ern votes us an argument to prove that now by 
the help of western men, Texas had been an- 
nexed, the southern members had changed 
their ground with regard to Oregon.

Mr. Wentworth said he charged no one with 
bargaining. His speech was intended as an ex- 
hortation to southern members, to do by the 
western members as they had done by the 
south. 

Mr. Chipman next got the floor. He said he 
was in the predicament of a beggar girl he once 
saw setting on a cold stone step, and crying.

Notwithstanding, however, that all Mr. Chip- 
man intended to say had been anticipated, he 
managed to make a long speech, in which he 
contrived to elicit shouts of laughter.

The Intelligencer of the 16th contains a re- 
port of the remarks of Mr. Wentworth of Illi- 
nois, on the 14th, on the Oregon question. 

Mr. Wentworth said, his chief object in 
rising was to call attention to a certain trans- 
action during the last session of the last Con- 
gress. It had then been his opinion and that of 
the majorityo / his party, that if the Oregon bill, 
with a clause for giving notice of the termina- 
tion of the convention, went to the Senate, it 
would be defeated.

With few 
exceptions, it may be said to be composed of 
bullies, cowed, and men who have but one 
nerve—that of Self-interest. 
Peace are founded upon the power, preparation 
and inflexibility of Great Britain; the compar- 
ative weakness and defencelessness 6f the Uni- 
ted States; and the injury our adversary might 
do to our maritime coast and cities.” And yet, 
these very men assert that our right to Oregon 
is incontestable. Now, the man who would 
surrender one right under compulsion, would be 
cowardly enough to abandon all. 
really a Christian nation, acting professedly 
and in fact upon Christian principles, with no 
munitions of war for defence or aggression, re- 
lying solely upon argument and appeals ad- 
dressed to the sense of Justice in our opponent, 
our attitude would be a sublime one. It would 
imply no want of courage or magnanimity.— 
On the contrary it would evince the most ex- 
alted heroism. But, such is not the fact. We 
are a war-nation. We have shown ourselves 
capable of aggression—we expend every year 
seventeen millions of dollars for war purposes. 
We put our trust in armies, navies and forti- 
fications. Our women with their sweetest 
smniles present the weapon of death to the 
warrior whose garments are rolled in blood ; 
and in the piping times of peace, the dram and 
fife make our streets resound with martial ma-
